Tlio Canadian Mull Subsidy. 


MOSTHEAL, Canada, July 0.—Tho tender 


of the Canadian Pacific railway for the En- 
glish mail service on the Pacific is as Col- 
lows: It has offered to contract lor tho 
ocean service at u speed of fifteen instead 
oC eleven knots, and to build its boats under 
admiralty supervision, so that they may 
bo readily converted into armed cruisers for 
a subsidy of £100,000 per annum. In addi- 
tion to this it also olTei-s to carry tho China 
aud Japan mails for U,">00 miles across tho 
continent of America free ot charge; also 
to curry troojw and government stores over 
the same distance of land and over the ocean 
at cost price, thus making the ronto an 
imperial highway. The other tender, that of 
a German company, asks for tho Pacific ser- 
vice alone, to bo performed at a speed of 
cloven knots. There arc, ot course, in this 
latter tender nono of the advantages offered 
in addition by tho Canadian Facilic railroad 
with regard to thu land carriage. 


Unique Fireworks. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July G.—For the Fourth 


of July celebration Portland undertook and 
successfully carried out an unprecedented 
font in tho way of tlrojvorks.
